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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed September 2, 2008, has been received and entered. The 
foreign priority documents have not been received as previously indicated. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on February 14, 2008. Rejoinder request is acknowledged, however, the 
claims which have been examined on the merits are not deemed allowable at this time. 
Claims 2-10 remain withdrawn to the non-elected inventions. Although claims 2-5 may 
require the product of claim 1 , Applicants should note that these claims are rejectable 
under 35 USC 112, second paragraph issues and furthermore claim 5 is also rejectable 
over prior art.
